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AIRPORT D-DAY 
IS POSTPONED 
A FOURTH TIME 


A PLANNING meeting on 
whether to expand Lydd 
Airport has been delayed yet 
again - for the fourth time - 
and might not be held for 
another six months. 

Alistair Stewart, Shepway council’s 
chief executive, has agreed to change 
the date after the airport’s new manag¬ 
ing director, Jonathan Gordon, asked 
for more time to review the paperwork. 

The meeting was due to have been 
held at the Civic Centre on Thursday, 
September 24, but it now looks as 
though it could be held as late as 
March next year. 

Mr Stewart said he had agreed to 
the request but would not rearrange 
the meeting again. 

He said: “Mr Gordon took up the role 
of MD on September 1.

“He asked me to defer the meeting 
to give him time to review all the 
paperwork involved in the two appli¬ 
cations, including the airport’s 
response to concerns raised by the 
council in its published report. 

“I appreciate his position and have 
agreed to reschedule the meeting, 
which will now be held in late 
February or March. 

“A date will be fixed when we have 
consulted everyone involved in the 
applications. 

“However, I have made it clear that 
I am not prepared to change the 
date again. We must reach a position 
where these applications are finally 
determined.” 

In response, Mr Gordon said: “We 
are grateful for the consideration and 


understanding shown by Shepway 
council in a final deferral of the deter¬ 
mination of our planning applications. 

‘We will now work closely with all 
stakeholders in order to help achieve 
a fully-informed decision on the new 
date to be agreed with Shepway early 
next year.” 

But Louise Barton, of opposition group 
LAAG, said she “neither believed nor 
supported” the council’s explanation. 

She said: “Mr Gordon has long been 
associated with Lydd Airport, being 
both a director and shareholder, pre 
and post the acquisition of a control¬ 
ling interest in the airport by Sheikh 
Fahad al Athel in 2001. 

“He is therefore already familiar 
with most of the issues associated 
with this application.

Rule forces council 
to change meeting 
over housing plans

A CRUCIAL meeting to 
decide on whether 74 new 
homes will be built in Hythe 
takes place tonight (Wednes¬ 
day) after town councillors 
invoked a little-known rule 
to force the issue. 

Liberal Democrats Sam Matthews 
and Darren Briddock trawled 
through the 1972 Local Government 
Act and discovered a rule allowing 
members to call a full council meet¬ 
ing if two or more sign a request. 

The proposals for the mass devel¬ 
opment of the Imperial Hotel site 
were originally due to be decided in a 
planning subcommittee of Hythe 
Town Council on a weekday morn¬ 
ing, when fewer people would have 
been able to attend. 

Cllr Matthews, who represents the 
West ward, said the initial scheduling 
was “outrageous” and that the people 
of Hythe had a right to know about 
the decision and have a say. 

He said he was only alerted about 
the extraordinary general meeting 
after receiving an email from the 
council just after midnight on 
Thursday last week. 

He said: “Darren and I are over the 
moon at having arranged this meet¬ 
ing - it shows democracy can win. 

“A planning application of this size 
must be decided by the full council at 
a time when the public can be avail¬ 
able to make representations. 

“Deciding this in a small committee 
at 9.30 on a Tuesday morning is not 
good enough.”

The final say on whether the plans 
will be given the go-ahead will be 
taken by Shepway council on 
Thursday, September 24, but Hythe 
council has been told it must submit 
its decision by Tuesday 22. 

The proposals by owner GSE also 
include plans for a ‘sky’ bar at the 
hotel, a new golf clubhouse facing 
Princes Parade and new parking, 
access and landscaping. 

Hythe mayor Keren Belcourt, who 
is also Shepway Cabinet member for 
housing, said there was nothing 
cloak-and-dagger about the hastily- 
arranged meeting. 

She said: “Cllr Matthews and 
Briddock are entitled to their opinion, 
but we have indulged them and 
allowed this meeting. This matter has 
already been discussed three times.” 

The meeting takes place at the 
town hall tonight at 6.45pm. 


Villagers get a 
taste of Nepal 
at annual fair 

HAWKINGE played host to a musi¬ 
cal and cultural celebration at the 
weekend with a fair to promote 
Nepal, attended by the country’s 
ambassador to London. 

Each year the Nepalese embassy 
holds the event to promote tourism 
and trade opportunities and it chose 
the village for its first venue outside 
the capital due to the district’s strong 
association with the Gurkhas. 

The Nepalese ambassador Murari 
Raj Sharma and Gurkha community 
leader Gopal Giri were among the 
guests at Hawkinge Community Hall 
on Saturday. 

Thousands 

Folkestone councillor Dhan Gur- 
ung, who organised the event, hailed 
it as a success and said: “The 
embassy’s main goal is to attract 
100,000 UK tourists to Nepal every 
year by 2011. 

“We used it to show people some of 
the culture of the country, which has 
thousands of different tribes and 
more than 350 spoken languages. 

“There was singing, dancing and 
playing of instruments and everybody 
was happy to take part. The ambassa¬ 
dor was particularly pleased.” 

It is hoped that interest in the coun¬ 
try will be boosted by Joanna 
Lumley’s recent high-profile visit to 
the mountainous country, accompa¬ 
nied by Cllr Gurung and Gurkha 
Justice campaigners Peter Carroll 
and Lynne Beaumont. 

The trip was covered by the inter¬ 
national media in the aftermath of 
the campaign’s success in its five-year 
battle to persuade the Government to 
allow all retired Gurkha soldiers the 
right to live in the UK. 

After a five-year battle through the 
courts, including a historic defeat for 
the Government in the House of 
Commons, the new policy was 
announced in May.

HIGH-speed trains which bring 
Folkestone within an hour’s 
reach of London began this week 
with a series of preview services 
to the capital. 

Shepway councillors were among the first 
passengers on the 6.54am High Speed One 
(HS1) from Folkestone Central on Monday, 
which brought them into St Pancras 52 min¬ 
utes later. 

Campaign group Rail For Folkestone had 
been lobbying for faster services since 2001 and 
Shepway chairman Susan Carey said it showed 
that “years of hard work” had paid off. 

Proud 

She said: “The new service represents an 
exciting new future for Shepway, making the 
district attractive for commuters, businesses 
and visitors, something that we are proud to be 
working on. 

“The arrival of this new high-speed service 
comes at a great time for Shepway residents, 
who now have the best of both worlds, with a 
fast train to St Pancras as well as direct peak 
services to London Charing Cross and 
Cannon Street. 

“This is a very good result.” 

The full timetable for the 140mph trains 
launches in December, but the initial success of 
a trial run from Ashford has led to the service 
being extended to Folkestone, Dover, Ramsgate 
and Canterbury. 


There will be two morning peak services from 
Folkestone, leaving at 6.54am and 7.54am 
Monday to Friday from the Central station and 
6.57am and 7.57am from the West station. 

There is also a return service from St Pancras 
at 4.37pm and 6.37pm. 

The new route represents a 44-minute saving 
on the current journey time to Charing Cross 
from Folkestone Central. 

Southeastern managing director Charles 
Horton said: “The high-speed service means 
passengers from Folkestone and Canterbury 
will be around an hour away, making them 
towns where you can now easily commute from. 


‘We hope it will also act as a real catalyst 
for the economy in the region, but above all it 
will provide an additional choice of service for 
passengers.” 

The new service comes weeks after morning 
mainline services to Charing Cross and 
Cannon Street were saved, after initial fears 
they were to be phased out. 

There will be an hourly direct train from 
Folkestone Central, Folkestone West, Sand- 
ling and Westenhanger to Charing Cross dur¬ 
ing the morning, with an additional 
service from Folkestone to Cannon Street for 
City commuters. 


Plans for flats 
rejected after 
lengthy battle 

CAMPAIGNERS have been delighted by 
Shepway councillors’ unanimous rejec¬ 
tion of plans for a four-storey block of 
flats in Radnor Cliff, Folkestone. 

A decision which has taken two years 
to come before the planning committee 
was decided in less than an hour and a 
half last Tuesday (September 1), after 
hundreds of residents signed a petition 
and sent in their objections. 

The proposals for 25 Radnor Cliff had 
been at the centre of efforts by neigh¬ 
bours to prevent their area becoming the 
‘Benidorm of Shepway’, just as the road 
is set to be included in a new, extended 
conservation area. 

Turnout 

Joanna Ames, of the Radnor and 
Riviera Residents’ Association, said: 
“We’re very pleased - it was a great 
turnout by our members, which must 
have contributed to the result. 

“What we were opposed to was the 
scale, mass and design of the building, 
which would have been completely out of 
character with the surrounding listed 
houses and a storey-and-a-half higher. 

“The planning department has spent 
two years talking to the developers and it 
seems such a waste of taxpayers’ money.” 

The latest rejection comes after two 
similar applications to build in the area 
were turned down last year 

In November the association peti¬ 
tioned the council to include Radnor Cliff 
Crescent, Radnor Cliff and The Riviera 
in an enlarged Sandgate conservation 
area, triggered by fears of unsympathet¬ 
ic new developments. 

It is not yet known whether the devel¬ 
oper intends to appeal or submit anoth¬ 
er application in future. 


Delay to add 
to frustration 
of residents

for residents living under the pro¬ 
posed flight-paths as the airport 
is a deterrent to prospective resi¬ 
dential property buyers.” 

The latest change comes after a 
series of delays forced the post¬ 
ponement of the crucial planning 
meeting to decide on the two appli¬ 
cations, for a 500,000-passenger 
terminal and 444-metre runway 
extension. 

Shepway council moved the orig¬ 
inal date in January 2008 after it 
requested more information; then 
weeks before the rearranged meet¬ 
ing on July 9 the airport’s lawyers 
intervened when the council offi¬ 
cers’ report recommended refusal. 

The September 23 date was then 
moved to the following day to avoid 
clashing with the national Liberal 
Democrat conference. 

Those in favour of the proposals 
claim the airport’s plans would 
bring jobs, tourism and prosperity 
to Romney Marsh. 

However, anti-expansion cam¬ 
paigners say that it would create 
an unnecessary second regional 
airport, cause unacceptable noise 
and air pollution, wreck wildlife 
habitat and pose a danger to near¬ 
by Dungeness power station. 


Town hall hits back 
at claims cuts will 
lead to dirty streets 


SHEPWAY council has denied that a 
cut in environmental community 
officers will affect the service, despite 
growing public anger at the district’s 
appearance. 

It emerged that the authority had 
recently reduced the number of staff 
charged with keeping public spaces 
clean and tidy from eight to three, 
with only one dog warden for the 
entire district. 

The news come after Yourshepway 
recently launched a campaign to 
stop fly-tippers and others from 
dumping rubbish, dropping litter 
and ruining neighbourhoods. 

There are also fears that Shep- 
way’s projected £5.2 million budget 
shortfall in three years’ time and 
plans to share waste services with 
other councils will also have a nega¬ 
tive impact. 

Heritage campaigner and former 
councillor Denise Maskell said she 
had seen a rise in the amount of 
litter on the district’s streets over the 
bank holiday weekend. 

She said: “The amount of dog- 
fouling and overflowing bins is dis¬ 


gusting. I’ve seen the same rubbish 
left and not picked up for two weeks. 

“Much is said about how we should 
be attracting more tourists, but how 
are you going to promote the area 
when there’s so much litter? 

“If they’ve now only got two officers 
for the whole district, who might 
themselves be based in Dover, how 
are they going to know the area? It’s 
like calling the local police but find¬ 
ing they’re based in Maidstone. 

“The public have a right to know 
where their money is going as it’s not 
being spent the way they think it is.” 

In response, a Shepway council 
spokesman said: “The role of our 
former environmental community 
officer service always involved 
more than just issues relating to 
street cleanliness and the recent 
changes have seen this develop 
still further.” 

He added that the new community 
safety officers were now an “integral 
part” of the Shepway Community 
Safety Unit, which also includes 
PCSOs and Kent County Council 
neighbourhood wardens.

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Blogger claims hard drugs 
are 'endemic' among teens 


Booming bittern's 
a hope for future 

ONE of the UK’s most threatened breed¬ 
ing birds has been heard booming’ at 
Dungeness RSPB reserve, the first in the 
site’s history. 

Research by Natural England and the 
RSPB shows the number of male bitterns 
performing their booming’ call in the 
South East has gone up from two in 2008 
to four this year. 

Bob Gomes, RSPB Dungeness site man¬ 
ager, said: ‘We’ve been working hard to 
create the reedbeds at Dungeness and 
recorded our first-ever booming bittern 
here this year as a result. 

We’ve had no signs of chicks, but regu¬ 
lar sightings suggest at least one bittern is 
still on site. 

“It would represent a major step forward 
if the male adopts the reedbed as his ter¬ 
ritory and manages to breed next year.”

HARD drugs like cocaine and ecsta¬ 
sy are widespread among teenagers 
in Folkestone as they are “easy and 
cheap to come by”, according to a 
concerned parent. 

A blogger on our Yourshepway website, writ¬ 
ing anonymously, said that his daughter and 
two friends were recently exposed to the illegal 
substances at a party to celebrate their GCSE 
results. 

He said it was only a “matter of time” before 
someone died of an overdose and called for 
police to target hot-spots where dealers were 
believed to peddle drugs. 

In response, Acting Detective Chief Inspector 
Jon Holl said the force was using new powers to 
tackle the supply while educating the district’s 
youngsters on the dangers of drug-taking. 

The Folkestone blogger said: “Claire [not her 
real name] told me some time ago that drug 
culture was endemic among her peers. This 
seems to be beyond any social divide and is as 
prevalent in Folkestone’s grammar schools, 
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comprehensives and the academy. At the party, 
in addition to cannabis, tablets were on offer; 
speed, ecstasy, who knows? They didn’t. 

“Cocaine was also being snorted. This is 
among a group of teenagers, from 16 through to 
late teens.” 

He said he had also witnessed drugs being 
traded openly on Folkestone’s streets and seen 
drink-and-drug-fuelled teenagers late at night 
in the town centre. 

He said: “If the police were serious in their 
intentions to crack down on crime in this town, 
then I suggest they would do well to have a few 
plain-clothes officers monitoring Cheriton Road 
and Tontine Street. 

“I could tell them where the dealers hang out. 
Apparently my powers of observation are bet¬ 
ter than that of our constabulary.” 

But in reply, Acting DCI Holl said: “I am also 
a parent of two teenage children and drugs are, 
of course, a concern. 


“Police officers also 
live in the communi¬ 
ty and want their 
children to grow up 
safely. Far from being 
complacent, we are 
doing everything we 
can to target those 
further up the chain 
of supply.” 

He said police had 
already seized 2,000 
cannabis plants and 
large amounts of coc¬ 
aine, made several ar¬ 
rests and recently used new powers to force a 
dealer to pay back £37,000 made from his crimes. 

He said: “While we are taking active steps to 
reduce drug supply, the public remains our 
main source of information on local concerns. 

“While Kent Police have many priorities, we 
are tackling drug supply in Folkestone. 

“While I am not complacent, there is no evi¬ 
dence the problem is better or worse than sim¬ 
ilar towns on the south coast.”

Mkrobrewery 
raising a toast 
to our heritage 


A NEW microbrewery making 
beers celebrating the county’s 
heritage is up and running and 
drinkers will be able to taste the 
results of blending hops from 
around the world with British 
barley from next month. 

James Sandy, from Sandwich, has 
set up the Wantsum Brewery in 
Hersden, just outside Canterbury, 
and his brews will soon be on sale in 
local pubs as well as those in 
Folkestone, Dover, Deal, Thanet and 
Hythe. 

Among the beers will be 1381 - the 
year of a Kentish revolt - and 
Turbulent Priest, named after mar¬ 
tyred archbishop Thomas Becket. 

And the brews’ logos reflect the distinctive 
architecture of Reculver Towers. 

“I wanted the names to reflect local her¬ 
itage,” said Mr Sandy “But my flagship brew 
is Wantsum Fortitude, after the Wantsum 
Channel and the fortitude that is needed to 
set up in business at a time of economic 
uncertainty” 

Mr Sandy had worked for more than 20 
years at Pfizer before accepting redundancy 
in May. “I wanted to try my hand at some¬ 
thing else,” he said. “I was always asking 
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staff if they had ever done anything entre¬ 
preneurial. I’d usually get a half-hearted 
response. So I decided when the redundancy 
money came to put it into something I had 
enjoyed doing on a smaller scale for years. 

“I would have a go at doing something 
entrepreneurial rather than just look 
for another job.” 

Mr Sandy set up his microbrewery 
after looking to see how quality beers 
could be brought on to the market to 
appeal to those unsatisfied by bland 
corporate creations. 

“I like real ale and I like pubs,” he 
said. “But often I am disappointed at 
the quality on offer. So I thought I’d 
do something about it.” 

He looked in to hop varieties being 
grown across the world which provided qual¬ 
ity beer before deciding to import from New 
Zealand, the US and Canada and combine 
them with British barley. 

“I wanted to create something different, 
with no additives and no added sugar,” he 
said. “Just hops, barley and water to produce 
a pure drink. I also want to try to make it as 
vegan as possible. 

“Germany has its beer purity laws which 
brewers have to adhere to and I’d like to cre¬ 
ate something along those lines,” he said.

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Growth outstrips power 

POWER cuts in Hawkinge have been blamed 
by supplier EDF on high demand and net¬ 
work faults. 

There have been blackouts over the last two 
years, including during the depths of winter, 
with the most recent outage in April. 

The issue was discussed by Shepway coun¬ 
cil’s community overview committee and 
chairman David Godfrey is to meet EDF to 
agree the best way of telling residents about 
the reasons for the outage. 

The committee was told that very cold con¬ 
ditions in January and February had caused 
high demand for power which affected the 
supply, while faults with the underground 
network had also contributed. 

Cllr Godfrey said EDF was not prepared for 
Hawkinge’s rapid growth and it had taken 
time to work on the area’s infrastructure.

does, though, frustrate me that so many people 
continue to be injured or worse, killed by fires in 
the home when they can so easily be prevented. 




What is the day-to-day job of a fire-fighter like? 


A There have been many highlights in my 
27-year career. I’m very proud of my current 
role as area manager for East Division. It sees 
me managing more than 500 fire-fighters at 22 
fire stations covering all of east Kent and under¬ 
standing the areas that present an increased 
risk to both the public and fire-fighters. These 
include a nuclear power station, world heritage 
sites like Canterbury Cathedral and some of the 
most deprived areas in the county. An incident 
at any of these sites would present different 
challenges for my staff. 

Q You must have seen some upsetting things. How do you 
learn to cope with things like that? 

A Lots of incidents upset me, especially those 
involving children. I have a young family and 
I am lucky enough to have an understanding 
wife who listens to me when I need to offload. It 


A The job has become so much more skilled 
and complicated. The equipment and meas¬ 
ures we use to tackle such a wide variety of inci¬ 
dents are truly of an excellent standard. The 
public expects we respond to so much more, 
from road-traffic collisions to flooding - we are 
no longer just turning up to burning buildings! 
Fortunately, some things never change and I’ve 
found the humour and camaraderie remains.

Is Kent a busy area for a fire-fighter? 


A Kent is the fifth largest fire-and-rescue 
service in the country and covers a massive 
area. There are parts of Kent that are very 
busy and there is a mix of cultures, which 
present their own individual risks, so we need 
to tailor both our operational and community 
safety response. Thanks to our Home Safety 
Visit initiative, where local fire-fighters will fit 
smoke alarms for free in your home, we’ve 
managed to drive down the number of house 
fires we attend, but sadly we have seen a dra¬ 
matic increase in the number of road-traffic 
collisions fire-fighters respond to.

Man from Moss Side 

is watching over us 

There were 10,000 fewer crimes in Kent up until March, 2009, compared with the 
previous 12 months. This week, as part of our A Safer Kent series, we meet DCS Mark 
Powell. He knows the realities of major crime on Britain's streets, having worked in 
Manchester's Moss Side. Kent is one of the safest places in Britain to live and DCS 
Powell tells STEVE KNIGHT his officers intend to keep it that way 

than 40 years. The force also seized class-A 
drugs worth more than £1 million in the first 
quarter of this year alone. 

But it’s not just drugs DCS Powell and his 
team have to contend with. Cash machine 
ram-raids and cash-in-transit robberies are 
examples of the type of serious organised 
crime they work hard to keep out of Kent. He 
said: “Kent has a strong track record of deal¬ 
ing very robustly with organised crime. We 
always ask people to be vigilant, but we are 
very well off. Kent is a very safe place to live.” 




GANGLAND shootings in Man¬ 
chester’s notorious Moss Side are 
a constant reminder to Mark 
Powell that he made the right 
decision in moving his family 
south. 

In just over eight months as Kent Police’s 
head of major crime, the detective chief super¬ 
intendent has had to deal with just one shoot¬ 
ing in the county - at a holiday camp on the 
Isle of Sheppey - and nobody was hurt. 

Compare that with the almost daily battle 
against gun crime at his previous post in 
Manchester, and it’s easy to see why DCS 
Powell believes our county really is safe. 

He said: “Manchester has attracted the very 
unfortunate nickname ‘Gunchester’ due to 
armed gangs. It was our job to stop young 
men ending up with a gun in their hand or a 
bullet in their head. A lot of them would drop 
out of school and arrive in adulthood without 
basic life skills and no stake in society, so for 
them crime was a viable career option. 

‘We ran an anti-gang strategy that brought 
together staff from the police, social services, 
probation and different housing, education 
and youth groups so we could look at getting 
kids back into school and away from the neg¬ 
ative influences. 

“There were plenty of examples where indi¬ 
viduals we worked with moved away from 
gangs and we were able to prosecute mem¬ 
bers who had a big impact on the number of 
shootings. 

It wasn’t uncommon to have more than one 
shooting a day in Moss Side, but we’ve had one 
shooting in Kent since I’ve been here.” 

Despite its relatively low crime rate, there 
were 10,000 fewer offences in Kent in the last 
financial year and that has seen the force rise 
to 18th out of 42 in England and Wales for 
public confidence. Senior officers are now tar-

geting a top ten place. The Government treats 
public confidence as a major indicator of how 
well a constabulary is performing, so it’s no 
surprise that DCS Powell is annoyed when he 
hears untruths about areas on his patch. 

He said: “I’ve heard Margate described as 
the murder capital of the South East, which 
is really misleading because there have only 
been two this year. London’s murder rate by 
far eclipses all other areas in the region. 

“Part of our challenge is keeping London- 
based criminals out of Kent so we don’t end 
up with the same problems drug supply cre¬ 
ates there, such as turf wars. We don’t have 
that in Kent because we take a robust line 
with drug dealers. As soon as we’re aware 
they’re moving in, we take care of it.” 

DCS Powell has the casework to back up his 
comments, pointing to the conviction of 19 
dealers from London and west Kent who at 
the end of May were jailed for a total of more 


FACT FILE 

The Major Crime Department investigates and 
secures conviction of offenders involved in the 
most serious and violent offences. 

Between April and July, this year, the depart¬ 
ment recorded the following successes: 

• 24 kilos of cocaine with a street value of £2.4m 
was taken off the streets of Kent. This also resulted 
in a 12-year sentence for the dealer. 

• A total of £320,000 in cash was seized along 
with assets worth £2m after five people were 
charged over a money laundering network. 

• Police seized a BMW X5 sports car, worth £17,000, 
from a drug dealer.

Organised Crime Unit investigations have led to 
15 convictions for cash machine offences. Their 
sentences add up to just under 100 years.

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'Booze culture is 
taking over our 
county'warning 


HOSPITALS are being left to pick 
up the pieces of an alcohol culture 
which has taken over the county, 
according to officials. 

Booze-fuelled days and nights have lead to 
soaring alcohol-related admissions in recent 
years to A&E departments in Kent. 

Figures obtained by the Conservative 
Party from the Department of Health show 
numbers have rocketed in the last four years. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust saw the biggest rise, with admissions 
from 2007-08 at three times the rate for 
2004-05. 

This equated to 1,192 people in 2004-05 
and 3,584 people in 2007-08, a change of 
more than 200 per cent. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “People 
coming into A&E having drunk too much 
and getting injured or ill is a problem and 
has been for some time. We are looking into 
these figures.” 

Other trusts in Kent have also experienced 
increasing volumes of alcohol-related admis¬ 
sions. 

East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust saw a 31 
per cent increase, from 4,785 to 6,278; 
Medway NHS Trust had a 25.4 per cent rise 
from 2,140 to 2,683; and Dartford and 
Gravesham NHS Trust suffered a 36 per cent

increase from 1,136 to 1,544. 

James Brokenshire, shadow home affairs 
minister, who obtained the figures, said: “The 
reality of Labour's failed policies on alcohol 
has been communities blighted by drunken 
and loutish behaviour. 

“The police are being stretched in the early 
hours by violent incidents and doctors and 
nurses in casualty departments are being 
left to pick up the pieces.” 

Tony Williams, from the Kenward Trust, a 
Maidstone-based charity for people with 
alcohol or drugs problems, said things have 
definitely got worse. 

“It’s an increasing problem in Kent,” he 
said. “It’s no coincidence that the Kent Drug 
Action Group changed its name to the Kent 
Drug and Alcohol Action Team. 

“This is because alcohol-related incidents 
are on the rise and need to be addressed. 

“Our services are also called on more to 
deal with alcohol-related instances in Kent. 

“And the majority of drug users would say 
a lot of their problems stem from abusing 
alcohol. It is a dangerous drug. 

“After a few drinks you lose your inhibi¬ 
tions and things that would be a bad idea 
when sober, are different. It is a gateway 
drug and leads to other problems.”

NO DOUBT you’ll have seen the 
story of Toby Friend, aged four, who 
keeps escaping from his home and 
going to try and catch the train. 

“He just loves the train so much ... he thinks 
he can go on his own,” his mother, Kirstie 
Field, gushed on the BBC local news then 
GMTV the next morning. 

Tiny Toby has escaped 15 times and once 
actually got on board the train, said his mum 
(almost proudly, I thought). 

And how does his mum think she can deal 
with his escaping and walking to the station 
alone, across two main roads? 

She wants to put up pictures other cute lit¬ 
tle tearaway at stations between Ashford and 
Tonbridge. The BBC’s report had an element 
of Ah, isn’t that cute? Look at the little train 
enthusiast’. 

She told the BBC: “He just loves adventure. 
We don’t drive, so apart from the occasional

bus, train is our only transport. The first time 
he actually managed to get on a train and 
asked for a ticket. 

“Luckily, the guard didn’t let the train leave 
the station. But there’s always a worry that 
Toby’s going to get on, not ask for a ticket and 
the train leaves as normal.” 

Well, I’m not sure the world is such a terrible 


place that an adult passenger wouldn’t at 
least try to look out for the youngster. 

I’d be more worried about him falling 
through the gap. But surely if this mother is 
struggling to look after little Toby and make 
sure he doesn’t get over the six-foot garden 
fence and out on to main roads, someone needs 
to have a word. 

One escape I can understand, and I guess it’s 
forgivable, but 15 times is becoming irrespon¬ 
sible. His mum seems pleasant enough, but 
putting up warning posters then telling the 
world about your son’s Houdini act on telly is 
not necessarily the answer. 

I suggest brushing up her parenting skills, 
having a firm word with her son (“Do it again 
and I’ll take away your train set for a week”) 
and fitting some proper locks on gates and the 
like. 

And she might like to address the problem 
soon, before those nice people at social servic¬ 
es decide they ought to be worried too.

How did you first get into studying 
family history? 

I've always been interested in people, their likes and dislikes, 
background and foibles, but my own family never spoke 
about the past. I was about 12 when, getting off a bus in 
London, I noticed a parade of shops with my mother's fam¬ 
ily name above the doors, and was amazed when she said 
the shops had belonged to my grandfather. I set out to find 
out more about him. Later, at college, I started going to the 
General Register Office, then based at Somerset House, to 
find certificates, and it just took off from there. 

Why do you think people want to dig in 
to their family's past? 

The desire probably reflects the changes in society. Social 
mobility, leading to the break-up of the extended family, 
and the insecurities of war and recession, have all led to 
people feeling increasingly adrift. Knowing where your 
ancestors come from, and what their lives were like, gives 
a sense of security and belonging. And there's always the 
possibility of reconnecting with the wider family. 

Have you ever had someone regret 
finding out about their family's past? 

Many people find revelations that shock or embarrass 
them. When people first come to my classes, I warn 
them that if they're not prepared to face difficult 
discoveries, then they shouldn't start. If our ancestors 
hadn't done what they did, we probably wouldn't be 
here. And we shouldn't judge others.

ALTERNATIVE indie outfit Carp¬ 
etburn would never win Britain’s 
Got Talent. 

No, the Medway four-piece would not 
impress sour-faced, flat-topped music mogul 
Simon Cowell, smug former tabloid newspa¬ 
per editor Piers Morgan nor Les Dennis’ ex- 
wife, blub-at-the-drop-of-a-hat actress Am¬ 
anda Holden. 

In fact, the band would probably only get 20 
seconds into their audition before being uncer¬ 
emoniously buzzed off stage for a quick ‘where 
did it all go wrong?’ chat with Ant ‘n’ Dec. 

This is entirely the reason why I quite like 
them and why you should too. 

You see, Carpetburn offer something rather 
different to the polished, pop-driven, dispos¬ 
able drivel served up by these so-called TV tal¬ 
ent search shows. 

Led by frontman and lead guitarist Pete 
Glover, the quartet excels in terms of off-beat 
yet beautiful gems of left-field indie rock. 

Think cult US rockers Pavement but with 
Medway accents. 

Pete’s vocal are, to put it kindly, short of note 
perfect standard, but therein lays a certain 
charm. 

The lyrics are thought-provoking, offering 
three-minute commentaries on tiny fragments 
of life, from relationships to random irritations 
concerning the state of society. 

And then there’s the musicianship. The an¬ 
gular riffs offered up by Pete and fellow gui¬ 
tarist Tom Uden are backed up ably by bassist

Having done away with the constraints of 
the simple verse-chorus-verse format, the 
band serve up a plethora of hand-picked 
melodies, crashing rock chords and two- 
minute outros - sometimes all in the same 
song. 

It’s either genius or rubbish; truly 
Carpetburn are the county’s musical equiva¬ 
lent of Marmite.

Star Zooey is singing her 
own tune in Hollywood

YOU might not recognise Zooey 
Deschanel, or even be sure how to 
pronounce her name, but the blue¬ 
eyed songbird has been busy wow¬ 
ing Hollywood for a decade. 

Her latest movie, 500 Days Of Summer, was 
a hit at indie festival Sundance earlier this 
year and follows roles in more mainstream 
hits like Yes Man, Elf, and Brad Pitt’s pithily 
titled The Assassination Of Jesse James By 
The Coward Robert Ford. 

Named after JD Salinger’s Zooey (from his 
third novel, Franny and Zooey), acting is in 
Zooey’s blood. Her dad Caleb is an Oscar-win¬ 
ning director and cinematographer, mum 
Mary Jo appeared in Twin Peaks and older sis¬ 
ter Emily is also an actress. 

But Zooey, pronounced ‘Zoe’, has never allowed 
herself to become pigeon-holed by Hollywood. 

Equally intent on pursuing her music career, 
the kooky dresser released her debut album 
last year and sings on several of her movies, 
including performing a cover of The Smiths’ 
Please, Please, Please Let Me Get What I 
Want in 500 Days. 

The film pairs her up with her friend of eight 
years 3rd Rock From The Sun’s Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt, who plays Tom, a greetings card writer 
who falls for his co-worker Summer (Zooey). 

Yet it’s no ordinary boy meets girl tale. The 
film rewrites traditional romcom rules by 
telling the story from Tom’s point of view. 

In a clever reversal of gender roles, Tom is 
the angst-ridden romantic, while Summer 
refuses to be tied down. 

“I hesitate to even say that this is a roman¬ 
tic comedy, because I don’t think it is,” asserts 
Zooey, 29. 

“It’s more of a coming of age story about

romance, but it walks a lot of genre lines. 
‘Romantic comedy’ at this point is used to 
describe a very, very narrow genre that isn’t 
really usually something I connect with.” 

For Zooey, the film’s appeal lay in its unique 
structure and well-written characters. 

“I really loved the characters and the way 
this story was told. In Tom’s mind, Summer’s 
the ideal woman. But she’s just a smart, inde¬ 
pendent, interesting girl. I like the fact that 
Tom’s perspective added a style to the film. 

“She helps him grow because he’s kind of 
stuck in a little fantasy world. He’s not quite a 
real man yet and he needs to be. Summer 
helps Tom become a man.” 

Hollywood has long churned out schmaltzy 


romcoms and, in more recent years, the ‘bro- 
mance’ has also taken off, with the likes of 
Seth Rogan and Paul Rudd sharing their feel¬ 
ings for their male friends. 

Could 500 Days spark of a new wave of come¬ 
dies told from the sensitive man’s point of view? 

“I hope so!” says Zooey. ‘You’d hope that 
along with the progress of women’s liberation 
there has been a progression for men as well. 

“It’s just as relevant to have a film about a 
guy and his first real heartbreak as is it to have 
a film about a woman’s. I think it’s about time.” 

Despite her music passion, acting is important 
- Zooey is teaming up with Danny McBride, 
Natalie Portman and James Franco next in fan¬ 
tasy comedy Your Highness and there’s a Janis 
Joplin biopic waiting in the wings.

JUDGING from what I hear down the 
pub, Family Guy must be the most 
talked about show on TV right now. 

It seems to be everywhere and I 
know a bunch of my friends have the 
box sets of all eight series. 

It’s one of those shows that people 
can get a little obsessive about and 
devour on DVD, sitting for hours and 
hours at a time taking in each and 
every moment. You could call these 
people geeks but I prefer to look at 
them as an appreciative audience. 

The adventures of the Griffin family 
are certainly influenced by its animat¬ 
ed forerunner The Simpsons. 

Dad Peter, who much of the action 
tends to centre around, is Homer 
under another name and his sheer 
haplessness is the backbone of most 
episodes.

PICTURE the scene: it’s roughly 
4am, Tm in the hotel lift, alone and 
very much the worse for wear, on 
my way up to the penthouse suite. 

I am heading for The Black Eyed Peas’ 
Rotterdam after-party. I am not invited. 

The lift doors open and I take a few tentative 
steps into the plush corridor, taking in the six 
or so room doors, most of which display 'Do not 
disturb’ signs. 

Then it hits me. How do I know which room 
contains The Black Eyed Peas, their 
entourage, vintage champagne by the bucket 
load and so on? 

Easy. I’ll put my ear to each door. The one 
with the most noise emanating from within 
will most likely be theirs. 

Then it truly hits me. What am I going to say 
should lead singers Will.i.am or Fergie open 
the door? 

After all, The Black Eyed Peas are a multi¬ 
million selling international supergroup and I 
am just an intoxicated journalist clutching a 
now defunct press pass to the TMF Music 
Awards, which took place in Rotterdam earli¬ 
er that night. 

Deflated by the sobering realisation of my 
sorry situation, I withdraw my clenched door- 
knocking fist - which was poised and ready to 
strike - return to the lift and make my way 
back to my second-floor room. This turns out to 
be the most surreal, regrettable and yet vivid 
moment of my three-day trip to Rotterdam. 

Things had started quite normally the previ¬ 
ous day. We had checked in to the hotel and 
walked to Rotterdam’s Euromast tower. 

The impressive concrete structure - a mem¬ 
ber of the World Federation of Great Towers - 
offers unparalleled 360-degree views of the 


clean municipality from 180 metres up. 

We were then treated to a two-hour bicycle 
tour of Rotterdam, taking in the Nieuwe Maas 
river, which splits Rotterdam in half (and is so 
integral to the former port town’s past), main 
shopping centre, nightspots and prized archi¬ 
tecture. Later that night we attended the Your 
Music one-day festival, headlined by American 
hip-hop stars NERD. 

The festival formed part of Rotterdam’s 
summer Your World programme of free, youth 
events. A second Your World event was to fol¬ 
low on our third and final day. 

But now let’s move on to the second day - 
now for ever known as The Day I Very Nearly 
Drunkenly Gatecrashed The Black Eyed Peas’ 
After Party (TDIVNDGTBEPAP). 

After breakfast - at which a fellow journal¬ 
ist announced they had seen The Black Eyed 
Peas checking in - our group was treated to a 


45-minute river tour by spido, an open-top 
200-seat river bus. The pre-recorded commen¬ 
tary gave an insight into Rotterdam’s close 
and centuries-old association with the river. 
Later that day we headed for the open-air 
TMF awards, Holland’s equivalent to the MTV 
music awards. 

The Black Eyed Peas headlined before retir¬ 
ing to their hotel. Our third and final day was 
spent at the Metropolis Festival, held in the 
glorious surrounds of the plush Zuiderpark. 

Big-name bands such as Smashing 
Pumpkins and Interpol were among the 
artists to perform in their pre-fame days. 

We saw plenty more emerging stars before 
being driven back to the airport. 

I was sorry to leave, having enjoyed 
Rotterdam’s varied nightlife, festivals and rich 
culture. But I got the impression The Black 
Eyed Peas were glad to see the back of me.

Keeping optimism up 
boosts sale chances 

HOMEOWNERS are regaining their 
confidence in the UK housing market 
with 35 per cent of vendors currently 
prepared to stick with their asking price, 
rather than drop to secure a sale. 

According to new research from The 
Co-operative Bank, a change in attitude 
is taking place among sellers, although 
home buyers are holding back with only 
12 per cent prepared to offer the full ask¬ 
ing price for a property 

The study also reveals 54 per cent of 
people questioned have begun to feel 
more optimistic about the UK housing 
market, with 29 per cent of this group 
noticing positive vibes in the last month. 

The Co-op’s director of retail banking, 
John Hughes, said: “With much specula¬ 
tion about green shoots of recovery in 
the housing market, the findings do indi¬ 
cate that consumer optimism is starting 
to return, although there clearly still 
remains some way to go.” 

In the meantime, homeowners are 
keeping themselves busy with mainte¬ 
nance and developing strategies for a 
sale. The study claims 49 per cent of 
respondents said they would repaint, 
while 10 per cent planned to send away 
pets during viewings. 

A further five per cent were studying 
feng shui and two per cent are borrowing 
a flash car to park in the drive. 

Building on new homes 

HOUSE building in England is on the 
up, with figures from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
showing a 63 per cent quarterly rise in 
the number of new starts. 

During the three months to the end of 
June work began on an estimated 
29,980 homes although the figure fell 
nine per cent short when compared to 
the same period of 2008. 

The second quarter of 2009 also saw 
housing completions increase 24 per 
cent to an estimated 39,320, compared to 
the March quarter, up seven per cent 
from a year earlier. 

Private enterprise housing starts leapt 
73 per cent in the June quarter but were 
still 12 per cent lower than a year earli¬ 
er. Private enterprise completions rose 
27 per cent putting on just one per cent 
compared to the same period of 2008. 

On an annual basis, housing starts for 
England continued to decline, with 87,190 
in the 12 months to the end June, down 
41 per cent year-on-year and falling 53 
per cent behind the 2005/6 peak. 

Finally, the year to the end of June saw 
136,140 completion in total, down 16 per 
cent on the previous 12 months.

ACCORDING to the latest figures 
from Nationwide, house prices rose 
1.6 per cent in August, the fourth 
consecutive rise of their house 
price index. 

The average price of a home, according to the 
building society, is now £160,224 with the rise 
underpinned by the low interest rate set by 
the Bank of England. 

The monthly change in house prices from 
July was up 0.2 per cent, with the annual 
decline slowing from minus 6.2 per cent to 
minus 2.7 per cent. Nationwide say the hous¬ 
ing market has been buoyed by low interest 
rates, but warns they will not stay low forever. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “The exceptionally low level of 
interest rates offers some explanation for why 
house prices have not repeated the very sharp 
falls of 2008. 

“There are two main channels through 
which the low level of interest rates has 
impacted the housing market. Firstly, mort¬ 
gage payments for existing homeowners, espe¬ 
cially those with tracker or standard variable 
rate loans, have been reduced substantially. 

“In addition to limiting the supply of second¬ 
hand homes, lower interest rates have also 
had an impact on the demand side. Even 
though house prices remain high relative to 
earnings, the fall in interest rates has 
improved the affordability of mortgages for 
those looking to buy a home. 

“While low interest rates have clearly played 
a part in reversing the downward pressure on 
house prices, they are unlikely to stay at the 
current level forever. 

“It is important to keep this in mind when 
interpreting recent price trends.” 

Earlier the British Bankers Association 
showed approvals for mortgages among high 


MORTGAGE lending rose 26 per cent in July 
compared with June, according to the latest 
figures to be released by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders. 

Gross mortgage lending totalled an estimat¬ 
ed £16 billion in July, 26 per cent higher than 
the £12.7 billion lent by mortgage providers in 
June but still down 36 per cent from £24.9 bil¬ 
lion in July 2008. 

The CML said the latest figures were an 
indication of a modest improvement in the 
housing market over the summer after an 
exceptionally weak winter. 

But mortgage lending is still down on any 
historic comparison; this is the lowest July 


street banks in July were 77 per cent higher 
than a year ago. But housing experts have 
warned unemployment could be the key issue 
to preventing a full recovery of the housing 
market this year. 

Nick Hopkinson, director of Property 
Portfolio Rescue said: “The latest data shows 
that house prices have stabilised recently but 
on ‘wafer thin’ sales volumes, as homeowners 
sit tight amidst wider economic uncertainty. 

“With unemployment continuing to soar and 
securing a new mortgage almost impossible 
for most borrowers, we are likely to see prices 


lending figure since 2001 and £11 billion lower 
than the July average over the previous seven 
years of £27 billion. The CML added that lend¬ 
ing volumes remained consistent with its fore¬ 
cast for £145 billion in gross mortgage lending 
this year. 

The trade body predicted the rise in mort¬ 
gage lending reflected the seasonal trend over 
the summer months as a whole. June and July 
are, typically, strong months in terms of mort¬ 
gage lending because of increased activity 
among potential homebuyers. 

CML economist Paul Samter said: “Most of 
the indices point to house prices rising modest¬ 
ly over the summer months. The CML’s July 


falling back again later this year as the peak 
summer buying season ends.” 

And the National Association of Estate 
Agents said the government must continue to 
aid the beleaguered housing market. 

President Gary Smith said: “Whilst it is true 
that conditions in many areas across the coun¬ 
try remain tough, we must now concentrate on 
how the government and major lenders can 
build on this evidence of new consumer confi¬ 
dence to further consolidate what will no 
doubt be the lynch-pin of general recovery in 
the UK economy.” 


gross lending estimate of £16 billion is the 
highest level in nine months and consistent 
with the rise in house purchase approvals. 

“But the bounce-back in activity from 
the extreme weakness around the turn of the 
year, coinciding with a seasonal bounce, is 
limited in how far it can go against the 
current back-drop. 

“We expect improved sentiment to support 
the market, but a further significant pick-up is 
unlikely with so many obstacles in place. As a 
result, we anticipate some seasonal slowing in 
lending volumes and housing transactions 
over the latter part of the year and the picture 
of a slow but more stable market to emerge.”

Several eyesores get in the 
way of latest Scenic route 


RENAULT would love us to believe 
that buying its Scenic compact MPV 
implies every journey will be a sen¬ 
sory pleasure - the ‘scenic route’. 

And there is much about the new third- 
generation car to uphold but, as so often 
with the French marque, some scenery jars 
on the senses. 

The cabin on the five-seat version tested is 
spacious, but enhanced by a big glazed area 
and, on our upmarket 2.0 dCi 160 Dynamique 
‘Tom Tom’ model (£20,445), a sunroof to the 
front and a glassy rear roof. 

However, the dashboard is one of the ugliest 
you will see and cabin materials are generally 
off the pace. 

A long hood over an uninspiring and penny- 
pinching centre mounted digital display also 
fails to prevent some reflection on the screen of 
a much-vaunted factory-fitted sat nav, adding 
£350 to the price. 

This system, developed with aftermarket sat 
nav leader Tom Tom to provide an affordable 
alternative to often inferior units fitted by 
carmakers, is a brave effort, but the screen 
is let down by a clunky and unnecessary inter¬ 
face on the centre console - buy a portable

Tom Tom and save a couple of hundred quid. 

The sound system - apart from the excel¬ 
lent steering column mounted controls - is 
also typically and needlessly complicated; 
surely, in this day and age, you should not 
have to refer to the manual just to perform 
the simplest tasks? 

Fortunately though, as with the occasional 
eyesore on a long journey, such niggles should 
disappear with long term ownership and 
familiarity, leaving a better overall view of the 
latest Scenic. 

For the car looks good for an MPV, has a 
wide tailgate for easy loading and the three 
rear seats fold and slide easily, although I did 
receive some earache about the comfort levels. 

Three 12v sockets are arranged to the front, 
middle and rear and a large sliding centre 
console and four under floor lockers add to the 
huge amount of stowage. 

The refined 160bhp 2.0 diesel is also a 
delight, though using its ample power for 
sporty driving reveals a suspension better 
suited to a fully laden MPV than supermini 
antics. 

Prices start from £13,595 and seven-seat 
Grand Scenic versions are available for a

It was all whiting 
as tides peaked 

By TONY HILLS, a keen beach 
and boat angler with 50 years' 
experience fishing Dungeness and 
District and vice-chairman of the 
Dungeness Angling Association 

WELL last week turned out all right. As the 
tides grew the weekend produced whiting, 
dabs and small codling. The tides peaked on 
Wednesday at 7.7m, but stay a decent size 
right through the week. 

The whiting fishing will only get better 
and better. 

PIRATE SPRINGS AND LITTLEST 0 NE: At this time of 
the year with the days getting shorter, after 
dark will be best. 

BACK OF THE BOATS: Whiting and small codling 
will be available on a rising tide after dark. 
DUNGENESS: Things are getting better with 
whiting in numbers, also early dabs and 
baby codling are the order of the day. With 
the water churned up this is your best day¬ 
time opportunity. 

DENGEMARSH AND GALLOWAYS: In the west 
bay with its cleaner water, sole after dark 
are the target species with the chance of 
a cracking bass. My tip is to try live bait 
30 yards out. A small whiting on a good 
sized pennel rig should pick out the bet¬ 
ter fish. 

JURY'S GAP: After dark on a rising tide, bass is 
the target. It all depends on the amount of 
wind. A decent surf action could produce 
good fish. 

BOAT FISHING: After a miserable month, it is 
back to the rough ground. East roads is 
worth a try to pick up a mixed bag of 
species, including a few early codling.
